HERE are two sound reasons why it 

would be presumptuous for me to 
attempt to discuss success in dental prac- 
tice with particular reference to the part 
that personality plays in achieving that 
success. It would be presumptuous be- 
cause, first, 1 am confining my remarks 
to the span of twenty minutes and suc- 
cess of any kind is too large a subject 
to be dealt with in that time for some 
speakers, a fact that is beautifully dem- 
onstrated in Jesse Jones’ tale of the min- 
ister who had just arrived at his new 
parish and had inquired of the deacon 
as to the customary length of the ser- 
mon. 

“We set no time limit on sermons,” 
the deacon explained, “but down here 
in Texas we feel that no souls are saved 
after the first twenty minutes.” 

The second reason why it would be 
presumptuous of me to attempt to do 
more than cover a small corner of my 
subject is that both success and person- 
ality involve many phases of human 
activity and life. Success, for example, 
may be considered as a complex mixture 
that does not yield readily to casual 
analysis. Success does not mean the 
same thing to all people. 

“Success,” says one, “consists of be- 
ing able to keep your nose on the grind- 
stone without raising a blister.” 

“Success,” says another, “means hav- 
ing a house without a mortgage on it 
and stomach ulcers.” 

“Success,” says still another—this one 
a man—‘success—means having insur- 
ance for my widow after I have worked 
myself to death keeping up the pay- 
ments on the premium.” 

Success may come suddenly or it may 
be the result of years of exhausting and 
relentless effort. In the first class was

At the age of thirty-one the} ch 
magic of his song was stilled and this} bo 
genius died, leaving an estate of ten} Wa 
dollars. Success did not come early for 
Franz Schubert. Yet who will say thatf hu 
success did not come to him. ‘loday§ us 
his songs sing in the hearts of million 
and the world falls silent before the 
“Trout Quintet” and “The Unfinishelg “I 
Symphony.” 

All of this may seem far afield from 
my topic, but I think it is important fo 
all of us to recognize that success dot 
not mean the same thing to all people 
nor that, by the same sign, there can ke 
a formula for the personality that plays 
such an important part in success. 

In dentistry, I think it may be sai 
that success is generally made up @ 
varying quantities of three elements 
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first, the ability to render a competent 
dental service; second, the atmosphere 
with which the rendering of that service 
is surrounded; third, the personalities 
of those who render the service. It is 
with the third point that I shall deal 
briefly. 

The ordinary routine of dental prac- 
tice brings into action three separate 
and distinct personalities: that of the 
dentist, that of the dental assistant, and 
that of the patient. A sketch inventory 
of these personalities and their influence 
on success in dental practice may be of 
some value. 

Personality is as difficult to define as 
success and it is just as various. There 
is no formula for it. It can not be 
learned out of books in spite of several 
inspirational authors who have enriched 
themselves by saying that it can. Per- 
sonality can, however, be developed and 
enriched if one will learn to do that 
within the confines of his own physical 
and spiritual qualities. Personality, if 
a definition can be attempted, is that 
dominating quality of an_ individual 
which grows out of his culture, his 
knowledge, his experience, his outlook, 
his philosophy of life, his endocrines 
and the state of the weather. 

It must be obvious, for example, that 
outlook influences personality. There 
was the young father who had just pur- 
chased a baby carriage for his first- 
born son. He and the young mother 
walked proudly with it down the street. 

“Can you believe it,” she said to her 
husband, “that this really belongs to 
us? Isn’t it just too wonderful for 
words?” 

4 “It sure is, honey,” said the husband; 

I just can’t see how a fellow can sell 

aby-carriages like this, with wire 
wheels and all, for $12.75.” 

The dentist’s personality, usually the 
dominating one in any dental practice, 
is conditioned or influenced by his out- 
look. The pressing details of a busy 
practice, the close attention to technical 
necessities and the concentration needed 
for difficult operations all have their 
influence on the dentist’s personality 
and, eventually, on his success in prac- 
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tice. In addition, the dentist’s person- 
ality is influenced by the fact that his 
feet hurt, that patients pay their bills 
too slowly, that his assistant never seems 
to do the right thing at the right time, 
and that his golf game gives signs of 
improving but never does. Many a 
dentist has given patients the wrong 
impression of his personality because 
he stopped on the way home last night 
for just one drink and ended up with 
eight; because his wife has been pric- 
ing fur coats; because his practice takes 
too much time from his committee work 
for the dental society. It is at this 
point that the dental assistant can do 
much to supplement with her own per- 
sonality that which is lacking, tempor- 
arily or permanently, in the dentist’s. 
The assistant can do much to build suc- 
cess into a dental practice by supplying 
those elements of a practice which the 
dentist’s personality ignores or does not 
recognize. 

I have the opinion that many assist- 
ants think of their employer as they do 
of the man who was traveling to a dis- 
tent city and having his dinner in the 
dining car. He called the waiter and 
said: “I'll have some plum pudding 
for dessert.” 


“I’m sorry, sir,” said the waiter; 
“plum pudding is out of season right 
now and we don’t have any.” 

“What the devil,” said the man, “this 
is a fine railroad! Can’t even get plum 
pudding when I want it. Don’t you 
keep anything in stock, Wait till I talk 
to the president of the line. I’m a big 
customer of this road and I'll take it 
up with him.” 

By this time the man was apoplectic, 
so the head waiter took charge of the 
situation, called the waiter aside, and 
said: 

“At the next stop you run into the 
main dining-room and get some plum 
pudding. Tell the chef to make some 
nice hard sauce so that it will be ready 
and we'll serve it to him.” 

At the next station the plum pudding 
was secured and a little later the waiter 
bowed his way to the table with a fine, 
steaming plum pudding. 
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“Here’s your plum pudding, sir,” he 
said, “and the road hopes you will ac- 
cept some of this Napoleon brandy for 
your inconvenience.” 

The waiter paused and smiled. 


The customer paused. He threw his 
napkin to the floor. 

“To hell with it,” he said; “I’d rather 
be mad.” 

Everyone, including dentists, has a 
right to have temperamental dislocations 
of his personality once in a while. But 
when these displays become permanent 
and chronic, they can not help but be 
reflected in the success of that practice. 
You all know of the man who, in an 
argument, shouted, “I have the right to 
shake my fist in any man’s face.” 

“Sure you do,” said the other, “but 
your right to shake your first in my 
face ends where my nose begins.” The 
dentist’s right to inflict a chronically 
bad personality on anyone except him- 
self should end when he steps into the 
presence of a patient. The formula is 
simple and inevitable. Either the dent- 
ist ends such practices voluntarily or 
the patient ends them for him by seek- 
ing the services of another patient. The 
assistant can do much to point out these 
clashes of personality that are leading 
to the discomfiture and eventual loss of 
patients. 

What about the dental assistant’s per- 
sonality ? 

Should she subordinate her person- 
ality to that of the dentist? Should 
she attempt to develop a personality that 
does not come easily to her to be more 
effective in a dental office? 

Not at all. 

She should maintain her own indi- 
viduality and personalitv. using it to 
reinforce and supplement. rather than 
be submerged in, the dentist’s own per- 
sonality. She should develop her own 
personality within her own culture, 
background, outlook and knowledge. 
The dental assistant usually has some 
liking for the many jarring details that 
make up dental practice or she would 
not long be engaged in that occupation. 

The dental assistant has need of a 
personality that reflects her intelligence, 
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her friendliness, her desire to be of 
service, her interest and her efficiency, 
A dental assistant must be versatile, 
adaptable and ready to meet minor 
emergencies. I think the following story 
indicates some of the traits that a dental 
assistant might reflect in her personality, 

“It was heavy going on the boat,” 
seid the deck steward, who was telling 
the story, “and I was pretty unstable on 
my feet. Now I happened to be carry- 
ing a big bowl of soup and as I passed 
a man sleeping in a deck chair the boat 
lurched violently and I deposited the 
soup right in his lap. I dropped my 


tray, walked up to the man and tapped j 


him gently. He looked up and saw the 
soup. I looked at him very kindly and 
I said, “I hope you're feeling better 
now, sir.” 

The dental assistant can be valuable 
in achieving success in a dental practice 
if she will display the same solicitude. 
the same ability to think quickly, and 
the same knack of turning an unhappy 
incident into a less unhappy one. But 
the personality of the assistant must not 
become a mask that is assumed as the 
day begins and discarded as it closes. 
Such an assistant has the ready-made 
personality of the undertaker, doggedly 
cheerful even in the face of obviously 
disastrous circumstances, unrelievedly 
gay and jocular when the patient feels 
anything but that, and obviously busi- 
ness-like and insincere in the sympathy 
she bestows with a lavish hand. 

Such an assistant with an obviously 
assumed bedside personality is of no 
more use in a dental practice than the 
young lady who had recently come from 
Finland and was being interviewed by 
a matron for a job. 

“Can you cook?” 

“No,” said the girl. “my mother al 
ways did the cooking.” 

“Can you do housework?” 

“No, my eldest sister always did the 
housework.” 

“Can you take care of children?” 

“No, my youngest sister always took 
care of the children.”

LL OF YOU have had the experi- 

ence of driving through the coun- 
try, following some main “through” 
highway. The 
route is carefully marked by easily seen 
signs designating curves, danger spots, 
etc. You drive without worrying wheth- 
er or not this is the right road. You 
know it is. 


It is easy to roll along. 


But have you ever had your destina- 
tion one that led you away from that 
main highway, off into the back trails 
and side roads? You can’t drive so 
fast, you are constantly getting lost, or 
heset with bad stretches in the road. 

The Dental Assistants’ Association can 
be aptly compared with the first of these 
two types of roads—the main highway.

The main highway leads 
to more efficient service we may render 
to our doctors and to the patients seek- 
ing service in our respective offices. 

But once in a while some assistants 
get off the main road and into the back 
trails, The excuse for this is oftentimes 
haste; they just don’t have the time to 
attend meetings. Sometimes an assist- 
ant may have a pet theory that she 
has reached the peak of her career as 
a Dental Assistant, that she has mas- 
tered her work in the office. If you feel 
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that you have reached the top, it is then 
time to stop and take stock of yourself. 
Check on your efforts, your interests 
and your services or you may become 
careless and indifferent and with such 
an attitude instead of growing more and 
more valuable to your employer you are 
likely to become less valuable as time 
goes on. Remember that the world is 
never at a stand-still, new ideas and 
new methods for doing things are al- 
ways being born. You can’t stand still 
and go ahead, for time moves so fast 
that if you don’t keep up with it you 
drop in the past. Success is not a desti- 
nation, but a continuous journey and 
success on the part of an assistant re- 
quires an upward, onward and forward 
trend as years roll on. No one wins 
success without first believing in that 
success, and in his power of achieving 
it. The thing to do then is to find the 
way back to the main highway, get into 
the Association, work diligently to bet- 
ter yourself, thereby not only helping 
yourself but also lending a helping hand 
to others. Duties are the foundation of 
all fair dealing—every privilege in the 
world rests upon an equal responsibil- 
ity. For everything we receive, there 
are things we must give, so through 
banding together as an Association we 
are able to discuss and impart one to 
another these many things that will 
make us more efficient in our work.

T can be emphatically stated that a 

dental practice cannot be made prop- 
erly profitable to the dentist unless it 
is conducted in the light of information 
which can be obtained only by book- 
keeping. Fees which are fair to all 
patients and to the dentist cannot be 
established except as the result of book- 
keeping. 

All work which is done for a patient 
should be carefully recorded. A writ- 
ten record should also be kept of the 
patient’s clinical history and systemic 
condition at the time the case was ac- 
cepted. There are many types of record 
systems sold by dental dealers for this 
purpose. A dentist should select the 
type which best meets his particular re- 
quirement. 

Sometimes, years after a case has been 
completed, dentists are called upon by 
physicians, another dentist, or by pa- 
tients themselves, for certain informa- 
tion regarding the services which were 
rendered. Being in a position to give 
the information accurately and on short 
notice speaks well for the dentist’s busi- 
ness and professional ability. It also 
protects him from unreasonable claims 
and misleading statements by a patient. 

A patient sometimes will claim, in 
good faith, that a certain filling was 
put in by a dentist and that it came out 
because of faulty workmanship. If a 
proper record of the case is kept, it is 
not difficult to determine whether the 
filling in question was put in by that 
dentist or by a brother practitioner. It 
will remove any doubt or suspicions 
which the patient might have, in addi- 
tion to avoiding the possibility of the 
patient unjustly condemning the dentist 
and his service. 

Proper case records, maintained and 
kept, even for the lifetime of a practice, 
are an iron-clad protection against un- 
just claims and law suits. 

The real value of a set of books is 
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entirely dependent upon the accuracy 
with which it is kept. Only by keeping 
accurate records of income and expense 
will a dentist ever know how much he 
is earning as a whole and only by re- 
fining his accounting will he be able to 
segregate the departments of his prac: 
tice which are not profitable. 

The simplest bookkeeping system for 
a dental office should embody a record 
of the work done for each patient, the 
amount charged against each visit or 
service, the amount paid by the patient 
and the balance due. In conjunction 
with the patient’s record, there should 
be a day book in which is entered the 
amounts received and the amount ex- 
pended each day. These amounts 
should be totaled daily, weekly, month. 
ly, annually.

Walking down the street a short while back we met a Dentist of our ac- 
quaintance; he looked most unhappy, and we recalled hearing that his assistant 
had resigned a few days before—about the sixth assistant that he had employed 
within a period of two years. We hailed him with a cheery, “Well, Doctor, how 
goes the battle?” He came back with, “The battle waxes strong. I can’t seem 
to keep an assistant, and I can’t get along without one. Just between you and me 
I’m not employing another assistant in my office until I have a chance to look 
around; I’m going to search for the homeliest old maid I can find; no more 
young and good-looking gals in my office; if they’re marriageable they’re OUT 
as far as I’m concerned; all I’m asking is that my assistant be honest, sensible 
and able to do the work efficiently. But she has to sign a contract not to get 
married.” Well, that doesn’t seem much to ask, does it? 


However, we could have told the Doctor that kind fortune has permitted us 
to know many Dental Assistants, and among them is nary a H. O. M. Some 
possibly will “never be shot for their beauty,” and some have passed the first 
flush of youth; what they lack in beauty of face and feature they make up in 
grooming, and failing this they are apt to charm you into forgetting how they 
look; but, honest, sensible (that word), and efficient? Yes! And add to those— 
Alert, Kindly, Sympathetic, Versatile and various and sundry other fine qualities 
too numerous to mention. Successful Dental Assistants who have worked for 
the same Doctor over a period of years. 

What factor has made for their success? Largely the fact that they have 
followed Dental Assisting as a permanent vocation. Does this mean that we 
think that a young woman who becomes a Dental Assistant should relinquish 
the thought of marriage? No, no, a thousand times—NO! True, some of these 
successful D.A.s are numbered among “God’s unclaimed blessings”; many of 
them have continued assisting after marriage and combine a business career and 
home-making, thus to a certain extent disproving the old adage that you can’t eat 
your cake and have it. It does mean that a girl who elects to become a Dental 
Assistant should give her best thoughts to her work and not use this time just 
to fill in a gap between the time she leaves school and the time when Prince 
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Charming puts in his appearance. (A little side thought: If you're a really 
worth-while Dental Assistant the Lord will probably take care of sending a man; 
after all, the qualities that are desirable in a Dental Assistant are also desirable 
in a wife.) 

If you are Just Waiting for a Husband don’t let day dreams and delusions 
of glamour interfere with the fulfillment of responsibilities that you have assumed; 
that isn’t playing fair with your employer, and is a sorry reflection on Dental 
Assisting. 

If you are a Woman In Search Of a Career consider the vocation of Dental 
Assisting; the work is hard, but interesting; the responsibilities are great; the 
opportunities for service are many; the hours may be long; the remuneration 
depends on the success of your employer, which you may help or hinder—AND 
(from one who knows) the REWARDS ARE MANY AND GRATIFYING. 

The A. D. A. A. through our National Educational Committee is asking 
Deans of Dental Schools to establish courses for Dental Assistants; we can do 
no less than to come to them with serious minds and a pledge that, given the op- 
portunity that we ask, we will in return offer dependability, loyalty and service 
in a vocation that is most satisfying.

With the advent of our national emergency and the gigantic task of dental 
care for the men of our vast army, it has become necessary in many cantonments 
to replace the enlisted men by female assistants in the dental clinics. This order 
opened a new field of service for dental assistants. 

Through the American Red Cross and the United States Civil Service com- 
mission many of the members of the American Dental Assistants Association are 
now employed as assistants in the army posts throughout the United States. 

The American Dental Assistants Association is proud of its members who are 
doing their part in helping to care for the men who are going forth in defense 
of our country; however, our national association is also quite concerned because 
many of our members who have enlisted in army service have failed to renew 
their 1942 membership. 

Your membership as an army dental assistant is as important to you as it 
was in civilian practice. Your present position offers a splendid opportunity to 
acquaint your non-member associates with the many advantages a society offers. 
li is also an opportunity to encourage them to seek affiliation in the organized 
societies in their native states or independent membership in the national associa- 
tion. 

There is no doubt that we will face many changes in both our state and 
national organizations during these trying times. Our societies must be maintained, 
if we are to progress. This can be done only through continued interest and 
cooperation. 

Our annual membership drives enrolls a large number of new members each 
year, but the purpose of the drive is defeated if we fail to retain our old members. 
The 1942 Membership has set its goal for 4,000 by the date of the eighteenth 
annual convention at Boston, and have adopted the slogan “Each Old Member 
Secure a New One”. This goal can be attained if each and every member whether 
engaged in civilian practice or serving in the army will retain her membership 
and seek to interest new candidates. 

Membership in your state and national organization is an affiliation of which 
you may be proud—keep it.

The Red Cross is conducting the Enrollment of Medical Technologists for 
and at the request of the Office of the Surgeon General of the Army as a measure 
of cooperation and in fulfillment of its charter obligation. 

Upon completion of enrollment the names of all enrollees are submitted to 
the Surgeon General’s office. Enrollees are classified for duty by Army Corps 
Area, and this is determined by the permanent address of the enrollee. 

The Red Cross is not responsible for the selection, employment and assign- 
ment of technicians. This is a function of the Surgeon General’s office. Enrollees 
should be free to go wherever their services may be needed. 

Female technicians will be employed on a civilian basis consequently no 
uniform will be required outside of the usual duty uniform worn in civilian 
employment. In accepting employment with the Medical Department of the Army, 
technicians will be required to pay their own transportation to the first duty station.

We made a registration charge of three dollars for the course, to cover cost 
of room rent, mailing, ete. 
We hope to try a like project next year and each year hereafter, since this 
first venture was so very successful in every way. 
We were very anxious to pass this information on to all of the societies in 
the A. D. A. A., to show them just what can be done to stimulate interest in edu- 
cation and organized study groups. 
We shall be glad to cooperate with hints as to the organization and planning 

of a course such as this to anyone interested.

No doubt there is not a dental assistant who has not at some time or oth 
heard the expression, “That inlay, that bridge is as strong as its weakest link= 
the cement which holds it to the tooth.” In order to make this weak link @ 
strong as possible it is necessary that we understand something of the nature 6 
the cement; that we understand the principles for manipulation as outlined } 
the manufacturers, and that we have proper isolation from moisture and com 
tamination. 


ISOLATION 
1. Rubber dam—most efficient. 
2. Saliva ejector, cotton rolls and spunk. 
3. Wire clamps and cotton. 


MANIPULATION 
1. First amounts of powder incorporated in liquid for average mix 4 
very small; increase amounts, then decrease as the cement reaches 

desired consistency. 

. Add no further powder until the previous portion has been thoroughl} 
incorporated into the mix. 

. Do not consume more than 114 to 2 minutes in spatulation for the averag 
mix. 

. Cover as much of the chilled slab as possible when mixing. 

. The mix has reached the desired consistency when it drops from 
spatula, retains its form for a moment and then flows. 


IMPORTANT DO’s 


1. Do place liquid in cabinet apart from any volatile drugs. 

2. Do have liquid tightly capped at all times. 

3. Do be sure that cement slab and spatula are free from particles of former 
mixes. 

4. DO CHILL SLAB TO A TEMPERATURE OF 65 TO 75 DEGREES AL 
WAYS BEFORE MAKING A MIX OF ANY KIND. 

5. Do read carefully instructions for manipulation as outlined by man 
ufacturers.

1. Always have at hand some little celluloid tubes which will aid the doet 
in efficiently applying the cement to the cavity. 
2. Spunk, a tree fungus, is a sponge-like material which is an extrem
